- Discovered In. 


: Vienna, May 24. 
Soviet geologists and oilmen have discovered 
important new oil deposits at Gellenhaza in south- 
west Hungary. . vo 
Already the’ new field is contributing 4,000 tons of 
crude oil daily to Russia’s vast Eastern European oil 


monopoly fed by the fields of Rumanian, Hungary and 
Austria. _ ae 


The discovery, kept utterly 
sceret, was mode o year aro 
when the Russians probed the 
country without the knowledge 
af the Hungarian Government. At 
that time the existing ollficlds 
of Lovaszl and Buzakeretye, run 
by Hungarians, were producing a 
maximum of 600 tons per day, 
and even under’ German 
management during. the war 
their greatest dally yield was no 
more than 1,000 tons. 

As scon as the Soviet gcolo- 
gists reported the finds at Gel- 
fenhaza to the Kremlin the 
Russians approached the un- 
wary, Hungarjan Government 
jn secret and made a tempting 


bid for their nationalised oll 
industry. They offered to hand 
over to the Hungarians three 
important Industrial enterprises 
acquired by Russix under the 
Potsdam agreement. 


In exchange, the Russians 

were to tuke over all existing 
ofl wells and tho exploitation 
rights of ony found in Hungary 
ata later date. 
’ The handover took place on 
July 1 last year, Negotlations 
had been kept so secret thot not: 
even the mannging director of 
the Hungarian State Oil Com- 
pany (MAORT) know what it 
was all about when six Russian 
officers and “cividians entered his 
office at Nagykanizsa ant loeked 
the decors behind them. 


MODERN PLANTS 


No-one was allowed to leave 
tho premises until the booles 
and cash Jn hand had been 
tkeeked = ond the handover 
completed. : 

A month later the managing 
director and all bis co-directors 
were rephiced by Russians. 

In record time the Russians 
put up a piptine from the niw 
fields of Geltenhaza to the collec- 
tion’ point at Islofo&k on Lake 
Balaton. 

From here, 4,000 tons of crude 
oll are sent daily to the country’s 
two refineries .at Csepel neay, 
Budapest, at Komarno. 

;To’ achieve best results, the 
Russians are using modern 
mobile plants that can be rapidly 
erected and can drill down to a 
depth of 9,000 fect within tive 
days. oo, 

Now that they have sole pros~ 
pecting rights, their geologists 
are roaming Hungary at will in 
search of ficlds. To deal more 
‘eMetently with thelr future pro- 
duction they are building a new 
refinery at Zalacgerszeg.—London

A steel plate distribution 
scheme, to be operated on 
voluntary lines by the UK in- 
dustry itself with puldance from 
the Government, has been. an- 
nounced by Mr Dunean Sundys, 
Minister of Supply. 

The steel} industry, he said, had 
appointed a group of  plate- 
mukers to act aso clearing house 
for consumer reqtirements, 

An Inter-Departmental Com- 
mittee, composed of offlcinls of 
‘the Government departments 
principally concerned, had been 
se? up. Its task was to keep 
under review the needs of the 
phite-using industries and to 
consider any adjustments in the 

ttern of production and de 

ries which might be desirable. 

The industry, the Minister 
stated, had assured him that 
they would-to the fullest extent 
practicable take all necessary 
action ‘to comply with ony 
requests made by the Inter- 


-Depiurtmental ‘Committee. 


Mr Sandys — hoped these 
arrangements would ensure -im- 
proved distribution and would 
benefit the shipbuilding and other 
important plate-consuming in- 
dustries, . 

He declared that. steel plate 
output in Britain this year would 
be -over 1.4 million tons, nearly 
200,000 tons more than last, year. 
It was -hoped to Increase output 
by a further 100,000 tons or more 
during 1954-55, . 

He disclosed that he had 
recently appreved a schene for 
the extension and crnisation 
of-a~plate-roliing-* mitl—on- the? 
north-east coast which would 
produce nn extra 100,000 tons a 
year and come into operation In 
1950. Plans for other expansions 
were being made, but they coult! 
not become effective before 1957, 

In addition, he cdded, there 
was the possibility of Importing 
more steel plete from certala 
countries abroad. But he 
admitted there was likely to be 
a marginal shortage of steel plate 
in the UK for some time to 
come.--Reuter.

In his recent message to the American Congress on the foreign aid 


programme, President Eisenhower said of Greece:

The Americans have indeed a special interest 


in Greece. 


It was to assist Greece and Turkey 


against Communist pressure that the “Truman 


Doctrine” of aid to‘all na

was first openly proclaimed, thus marking an his- 
toric turning point in American foreign policy. 


Since 1947+) America. has 
spent some two billion ealtas 
in aid fo Grecee, an average of 
250 dollurs for every Greck 
man, woman,. and child—the 
Highest per capita ald given to 
any ferelen country.

- REDUCED 
BY INDIA

The Indian Government has 
reduced the export duty on 
linseed oll from $42 to $10.50 
per ton but shippers here feel 
‘that the Government's decision

The reduction amounts to 
about £11 per ton but shippers 
feel that the rates will continue 
to be higher as compared with 
some of India's major com- 
petitors such as Uruguay.

The chief of the American’ 
Ald mission in Greece, | Mr 
Leland Barrows, himself com- 
ments: “American ald fs handled 
in a forelgn country In much 
the same way that a forelgn 
country handics its own re- 
sources, We are not herd. fo re- 
distribute wealth or to effect a 
Soclil revolution” 

Hé might Have added that 
the Americans not only “did 
not “effect o soctal _ revolution” 
but, ini fact, preverited one: for 
without Amerieannld the pre- 
sent capitalist regime could 
hardly have survived. Indeed, 
economically, .it had alrendy 
collapsed; the war and_ civil 
war, the entastrophic. inflation, 
the general sense of insccurlty 
had almost entirely suspended 
savings. and private investment. 

Greece was Icft representing 
enpitallsm without capitalists; 
or rather with only a handful 
of capitalists, necding exorbit- 
ant and instant profits to justify 
disproportionate risks. Nor was 
the Greck Government, hard 
put to finance the ‘Inrgest 


and very 


per etpita army in Europe, ‘it- 
self able to- fill the Investment 
gap, And ns Greeee hns de- 
faulted on ite pre-war forelan 
ebts, there can be no new ree 
course fo ‘he  internatlonal 
money market. 

AS ‘o result of InsuMicient in- 
vestment “capital, one-quarter 
of even the Himited number of 
mines ‘belng exploited before 
the war ts now ldle. And al- 
most 0 million acres of land — 
enough, American experts 
estimate, ta make Greece self- 
muMicient in food-stuffs, but 
whose cultivation requires irre 
gation and {mptements — are 
sul! a. wilderness. This Jand 
today represents the only hope 
of resettiement and adequate 
nourlshment for the rapidly 
krowlng masses of unemployed, 
crowding the city slums. 


MASS UNEMPLOYMENT 


On paper, these town workers 
are very well protected. Post- 
war vote-secking governments 
have rushed through countless 
and immensely “progresalve” 
labour = laws; but, in practice, 
‘mass . unemployment—and ‘the 
desperate need to take a job on 
any terms—makes them hope- 
Jessly Inapplicable. Often low 
pay for the worker and high 
fiscal and social security charges 
for the employer give them joint 
Interest in having “one man do 
two jobs. Thus, although Greece 
probably has among the world’s 
highest “proportion «tof + un- 
employed = tndustrial.” workers, 
many workers have to do an 
undeclared 13-hour ‘or 14-hour 
day to provide relief for the un- 
employed members of thelr own 
family. | . 

It scems to, make very little 
difference whether. the Govern- 
ment is labelled “reactionary” 
(as the present one) or “Left- 
wing" {as some of its predeces- 
sors were.) Nothing effective can 
be done by legislative or political 
reform until there is a planned 
programme for. economic 
development, designed to ralse 
national output, absorb the un- 
employed and, above all, to us- 
sure that rational use Js’ made of 
what—in a country os poor as 
Greece—must_ always’ be Ine 
adequate natural and capital re- 
sources, The Grecks themselves 
have neither the. marginil 
wealth nor the administrative 
experitnce to do this job clone. 
For the Americans, on the other 
hand, It would cost very little 
compared to the immense sums 
they have already spent. 

But there is no immediate 
compulsion; even If the Amerl- 
cans closed the aid mission ta- 


morrow there would probably be | ~ 


no audden calamity. The 
devaluation of the drachma will 
automatically lower Imports and 
encourage exports. The lowered 
standards of living and heavy 
unémployment provide a rich 
reserve of cheap labour which 
may still attract adventurous 
cepital enger for quick returns. 
Politically, too, .the situation .{/s 
safe; Fleld-Marshal Papagos, the 
present Premicr, {s personally 
popular; the army is strong and 
loyal; the people, after thelr war 
and - post-war experiences, 
apathetic and resigned. 
Nevertheless, Greece perhaps 
provides an extrems example of

—everi at tts most generous—in 
solving | fundamental - economic 
Usequilibrium.—The Scotsman.
